fifty-five; reports 21 widows between 
fifty-five and sixty-five; after the lat­ 
ter date 42 are dead, 50 widowed and 
S working for nominal wages. 
It isn’t a cheering picture. 
From 
fifteen to eighteen there may be fun, 
frivolity and beaus, so that l l of IOO 
girls marry then; but between eight­ 
een and twenty four there come to be 
51 more wives and MO more wagework­ 
ers. 
Seventy-nine of the one hun­ 
dred are wives at thirty-five, 83 at 
forty five. 
The advice that the sta­ 
tistician draws from her facts and fig­ 
ures is that girls should plan their 
lives ahead. 
This, however, is more 
easily said than done.

Leather was used by the Jew's for 
writing purposes, and they were re­ 
nowned for their skill in this respect. 
Linen and silk took the place of 
paper as “writing materials” in many 
countries. 
Thin plates of gold were used In 
Java in the production of a book be­ 
fore paper was made.

on both sides of these gold plates, and 
great writers, especially Euclid, traced 
their designs with a stick on a table 
covered with common dust.

Simple Test of Cloth. 
To determine whether any fabric 
contains w*ool, mix a tablespoonful 
of lye with a quart of water in a 
granite pan. 
Boil a sample of the 
material to be tested in the lye solu­ 
tion. 
The wool In the material will 
be completely diseased while the cot­ 
ton will be left. 
If threads are left 
the material is wrool one w*ay. 
If a 
woven piece is left the material is 
either all cotton or threads of the 
warp and filling are cotton and wool 
mixture. 
Silk and cotton mixtures 
may be tested In this manner, but silk 
dissolves more slowly than wool. 
If 
the combination Is artificial silk and 
cotton the fibers will swell, but the 
material will regain Intact. 


Chouteau, a Founder of St. Louie.

the direction of Pierre Laclede Li- 
gueste he made the first settlement on 
the site of St. Lopis February 15, 1764.

was named S t Louis In 
honor of 
Louis IX of France. 
For many years 
Chouteau and his brother, Pierre, were 
well known as traders in the West.

by

It has been wisely said 
that 
"windows are the eyes 
of 
the 
store.” Eyes are expressive. They 
often 
reveal 
the

youth looks into the eyes of his 
sweetheart and he sees love; the 
fighter looks into the eyes of his 
adversary and sees hate; the moth­ 
er looks into the eyes of he child 
and sees trustfulness.
